Bolshevists Likely to Give 
Kemal Pasha Aid.

LONDON, June 15.—Despite the 
more optimistic feeling in official 
circles regarding the possibility of 
the renewal on a large scale of the 
war in Asta Minor, if was learned 
today from a reliable . informant 
whose sources of information are 
exceedingly good that there is every 
prospect of a violent resumption of 
the Turko - Greek confilct with 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha actively sup- 
ported by Bolshevikli. 

In view of this situation it te un 
derstood that the British admiralty 
has completed plans for an “un- 
official,” if not a formal, blockade 
of the coast of Asia Minor, to pre- 
vent the Bolsheviki from transport- 
ing men and supplies by the way 
of the Black Sea. Although the 
present British policy is to remain 
neutral in the expected Turkish- 
Greek conflict, there is lttle doubt 
that any offensive operations by the 
Bolsheviki at sea would be met im- 
mediately by a British figet. 

TROOPS ARE MASBED. 

Just how far the Bolsheviki are 
prepared to go to aid the Turks, in 
view of their present trade and peace 
offensive in Europe and America, it 
is dificult to foretell. But it is un- 
derstood that they have been mass 
ing troops both in the Caucasus and 
along the Roumanian frontier. These 
tactics may imply active aid for the 
Kemalists. The latter claim to have 
an army of 280,000 men, this 
figure is believed to be excessivé, un- 


less they are counting the Bolshevik! 


troops as well as their own. 

Some fear is felt in American 
quarters in London as to whether 
there are sufficient American war- 
ships in Europe and Asiatic waters 
to take off Americans should a new 
outbreak imperil their lives. In ad- 
dition there is some belief that 
American business interests in Con- 
stantinople and Asia Minor, both 
banking and commercial, demand the 
presence of some Ameriean warships 
on the spot. 

TREATY VERIFICATION. 

The receipt in official quarters of 
the text of the treaty between soviet 
Ruesia and Kemalist Turley is con- 
sidered as a Verification of reports 


to support the Turks in their 
renewed conflict with the Greeks. 
The treaty signed March 16 by 
Tchitcherin and Kemal fe a virtual 
recognition by the Bolsheviki of 
Kemalist Turkey as an independent 
state, and recognition of Turkish 
sovereignty of the Armenians both 
of the Fran and Kars districts. 

As to reports that Roumania may 
ald the Greeks, it is pointed out in 
official quarters that there are not 
only ties of religion between the two 
countries, but the recent marriages 
of the son and daughter of King 
Constantine to a daughter and son 
of the Queen of Roumania also have 
greatly strengthened the ties be- 
tween them.

The report to that effect is to 
be presented by Roy G. Ellicott of 
Chicago, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Federal Taxation.

Over taxes. 

FAVOR INCOME TAX. 


In lieu of these taxes. the com- 
Mittee proposed that the Associa- 
on of Credit Men adopt a resolu- 
Sion reaffirming its belief that in- 
ame taxation “should be the cor- 
her stone of our Federal system of 
taxation.” 

The committee recommended that 
the income tax be levied only on 
She income of individuals and not 
on orations, as such. 

Tf, Owever, individuals permit 
their earnings from corporations 
te accumulate in the hands of the 
Business organizations and thus at- 
tempt to evade the individual in- 
come tax, the committee recom- 
Miended that a tax should be im- 
Posed on the undistributed earnings 
of the corporations.

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EACE BY RESOLUTION. 


and Representatives is deliberating over a 
peace declaration. Such conferences have 
been held over a declaration of war, but 
never before have they been necessary to 
re-establish a state of peace. Wars have 
heretofore been begun by resolution and 
peace agreements reached by 


diplomacy. It ia anifestly much more sim- 
ple for à representative government to get 
into a war than to get out of it. g 
Our soldiers and sailors fought their way 
to a peace victory; but much that they 
won has been sacrificed to intolerance, par- 


disillusionment. The government is weak, 
where the people were strong. Frankly, our 
statesmen failed us in a national emergen- 
cy. Their acts have belied our national 
traditions. For the first time since the 
republic was constituted our country has 
fallen into the pérnicious habit of “mud- 
dling through.” 
That the administration itself is actuated 
by no fixity of purpose is disclosed by the 
adoption of two conflicting resolutions. 
There is a strong Republican majority. in 
both houses; but the Republican leaders 
were unable to agree among themselves. 
Instead of a negotiated peace with Germany 
they are seeking’ to give the country “some 
thing just as good.” 
What has become of the ideals for which 
the American people made their heroſe sac 
rifles three years ago? Are we to believe 
that they were only glittering platitudes, 
cunningly phrased to deceive? The Amer- 
ican people will not have it so. They en- 
tered the conflict believing that it was a 
war to end wars, that the sacrifices of the 
fathers, should not be repeated by their 
sons. They did not fail the government; 
but in making peace by resolution, without 
settling a single one of the issues for which 
the war was fought or thet arose dering 
the conflict, the government is failing them. 
According te Washington dispatches the 
question of making a treaty of peace with 
Germany, settling war accounts and fixing 


— 


the status of the future relations of the 


two countries, will be takes up after peace 
has been formally declared. Judged by the 
government record, we entered the war ae 
tuated by caprice and dropped it when it 
became tiresome. But that was not the 
spirit which enthused the American peo- 
ple—His Excellency the American Ambas- 
sador to the Court of St. James to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. The people of the 
United States entered the war with fixed 
and definite purposes and they desire to see 


the achievement of those purposes duly re- 


corded in a treaty of peace. To simply re 
turn to the status quo ante by repealipg 
the resolution by which war was declared 
is a confession by our government that the 
sacrifices of the war were made in vain. 
Our soldier dead sleep in foreign fields in 
a peace of victory. They won our full share 
of that victory, which is now being degrad- 
ed into a peace of understanding. 

We are fully aware that the peace reso 
lutions were supported by Republican lead- 
ers in both houses and that they havg not 
been openly repudiated by the President. 
To denounce them may be termed party 
treason. But The Times has repeatedly as- 
serted that the question of world peace is 
a patriotic and not a partisan issue, Though 
fealty to country may cause us to be as 
sailed as deserters of party, we shall not

The prospects are that the time of the Sen- 
ate will be occupied for months discussing 
a treaty to close a war that has already 
been ended, while questions vital to the 
economic and industrial prosperity of the 
country will be forced to wait. 

Congress does not seem aware of the 
menace to the prosperity of the country 
to be found in the army of 4,000,000 unem- 
ployed. The workman who turns sadly from 
the factory, closed because there is no for- 
eign market for its products, will ask with 
justice, “What difference does it make to 


me, with wife and children without food, 


whether Wilson or Harding is President?” 

That is a pertinent question, one that 
the Republican leaders must be prepared 
to answer. The Republican party must 
show its right to the confidence reposed in 
it by the people by finding a solution to 
pressing economic and industrial conditions 
without further delay or the Republican 
party will not long remain in power. The 
tariff question is stili waiting solution, 
while our home markets are swamped by 
foreign goods and our workmen are thrown 
out of employment. Not one of the oppres- 
sive tax sthedules of the late Democratic 
administration has deen revised. The 
Times is convinced of the good intentions 
wf the Republican leaders; but they are 
taking too long to codify them into laws.

UNAIDED MALE. 

According to the result of a recent in- 
vestigation, the only things that men buy 
unaided are newspapers, dogs, smokes, pho- 
nographs and boxed candy. For the rest 
women are the main purchasers, being the 
responsible buyers of 96 per cent of the dry 
goods, 87 per cent of food and market prod- 
ucts, 48 per cent of the drugs, 49 per cent 
of the handware and house furnishings and 
41 per cent of the automobiles—they have 
an advisory say in the purchase of most 
of the other things. 

Men, we are told, rarely even buy their 
own clothes without female assistance and 
12 per cent of their clothing is bought by 
women without consulting them at all. 
: Moreover, we are assured that men would 

wear their old clothes very much longer 
than they do if it were not for the influence 
of women. 

So that, although men have usually taken 
much unction to their soul for their more 
sensible clothing and styles, it would seem 
that they have the wonjen to thank for it. 
It is only an occasional mama here or there 
that undertakes to dress little Johnny in 
fancy wearing apparel—-most mamas recog- 
nize the advantages of clothing little John- 
ny sternly practical styles and thus is 
the boy reared in the way he should go. 

But if the above investigator is correct it 
must come as a Shock to the men to dis- 
cover how dependent they are on madam's 
purchasing advice. Especially as they all 
know that, even in the list of articles 
which they are credited with purchasing un- 
aided, the dogs and the phonographs, for 
instance, their choice was probably influ- 
enced just atrifie. And that boxed candy— 
the report says 60 per cent of the boxed 
candy is purchased by men on their lone, 
but the chances are probable that the fair 
recipient had managed, sometime, somehow, 
to indicate a preference. 

There aren't any statistics to show who 
had the spending of most of the money 
when monsieur wore satin breeches and lace 
ruffles and powdered wigs, but we have it 
on the authority of old Samuel Pepys that 
he bought almost everything for his family, 
including everything his wife wore.

truth?“ Heroes are as necessary to us 
moderns as were gods to the Greeks; but 
we choose them by caprice. They arise 


at umexpected times and from uner- 
pected places; and we sometimes take a 
ghoulish glee in Aoppling them from their 
The 
jaurets of no hero are safe until he is dead, 


|} which explains why those who die soonest 


live the longest. 


If all other records were destroyed one 
could form a fairly just appreciation of the 
history, the customs and the aspirat ions of 
a people by knowing what manner of hero 
it worships. The most popular man in 
Great Britain just now is not the Premier, 
despite what he has done for his country, 
not a victorious general, although she has 
a score of them, but a young prince who 
possesses an inherited genius for making 
himself agreeable. 

In France it is a war hero. But he is 
tottering on his pedestal. If Georges Car- 
pentier should win a decision over Demp- 
sey in July the conqueror of the Hohenzol- 
lern will have to step down to make place 
for the young gladiator. In Spain it is a 
matador; in Italy the young leader of the 
Fascisti, an organization somewhat similar 
to our American Legion, but lawless and 
more turbulent. In Russia it ie a bload- 
stained Bolshevik. Germany has only emp- 
ty pedestals; her heroes have fallen. While 
in the United States, by reason of his two 
home-runs a day in two successive days, the 

r hero is Babe Ruth. To him the 
laurel wreath and the plaudits of the multi- 
tude. He has achieved greater renown in 
America’s national game than any of the 
long line of notables who have preceded 
him. 

True, he couldn't be elected President. 
His popularity would defeat him; for to 
put him into the White House would be 
to take him out of baseball. Ruth has 
achieved a popularity that rises above team, 
league and city. He is a national figure. 
When he appears at the bat the rooters for 
the home team subside. Thousands have 
attended the game in hopes of seeing Ruth 
knock one out of the park. Pitchers have 
been mobbed on the home diamond for feed- 
ing him four wide ones. Ruth was walked 
three times in one game on the Cleveland 
diamond and the next day the fans boy- 
cotted the park. 

So great has his popularity become that 
Ruth is no longer hissed when he strikes 
out, which is not unusual. Seldom is the 
pitcher who achieves the feat applauded. 
Bveryone in the park is simply pulling for 
Ruth and each one feels a part of his fail- 
ure. And how different are the cheers he 
recelves from the prearranged ovations that 
have become the nightmares of political 
conventions. When he meets one “square 
on the nose” @ mighty yell from ten thou- 
sand throats rises with the ball. By the 
time it has cleared the fence the cheering 
has ceased; pretty convincing proof that an 
ovation which lasts more than thirty sec- 


onds lacks spontaneity. 


Under other conditions Dempsey would 
be a hers. For America is the frst country 
in the world in gladiators and our suprema- 
cy is now challenged. But, though Demp- 
sey should win, he will not be popular. The 
word slacker has attached itself to his 
name; it is a tarnish that no victory can 
remove, for our heroes must be without a 
flaw.

still on that soil. Further on in the 
same message Monroe writes, The 
political system of the allied powers 
is essentially different in this respect 
from that of America. The. differ- 
ence proceeds from that in their re- 
spective governments.” Since that 
era, ninety-eight years ago, numer- 
ous changes have taken place in the 
form of many European govern- 
ments, i.e, Austria, Germany, Cze- 
cho-Slovakja, Esthonia, France, 
Georgia, Lithuania, Poland, Portugal, 
Prussia, all have become republics, 
and Russia has likewise discarded 
the jeweled crown. Therefore, i 
this respeet political conditions 
abroad have materially changed ina 


WM degree since the Monroe 
trine was promulgated. 


There is another factor that looms 
large when considering entangling 
alliances. In 1823, when the Monroe

The failure of 
an important business house in the 
Argentine is felt in every artery of 
trade in New York. When the olive 
crop of Italy is destroyed concerns 
here manufacturing oil press machin- 
ery feel it directly and when the

means the loss of millions of dol- 
lars to American shipping, manufac 
turers and merchants. 

When foreign exchange is in its 
present deplorable gtate the wheels 
of commerce, finance and progress 
are clogged, as demonstrated by the 
enormous reduction in our export 
trade during the past six months. 
This country has, for the last halt- 
century, been in the closest alliance 
with Burope in every respect except 
politically and we are indissolubly 
entangled. In fact, the alliances be- 
tween this country and foreign na- 
tions are so thoroughly entwined, in- 
terwoven, fused and crystallized that 
to call it by any other name than 
“entangling” would be a misnomer 
and ridiculous., They are as insep- 
arable as the flesh from the blood. 
Can we avoid entangling alliances 
when, paradoxical as it may seem, 
we are already entangled? ft will 
be observed that times have indeed 
changed the fiscal aspect of the en- 
tire world and from the infant of a 
century ago, almost trembling for the 
security of our shores, we have 
emerged into the powerful and mat 
terful element for good, the’ golden 
rule, and the balance wheel of the 
universe.

Pur- 
suant to this agreement, the Flood 
Control District entered upon the 
purchase and condemnation of the 
lands necessary for the construction 
of the channel, and in this con- 
nection has expended over $1,000,000 
in the payment of compensation to 
the owners of lands and improve- 
ments required for this enterprise. 

Congress appropriated $1,080,000 
for the work of construction, and 
on Oct. 26, 1919, a contract was 
awarded to the United Dredging 
Company for the actual construc- 
tion work of the channel. The 
work has been prosecuted continu- 
ously and vigorously, and has re- 
quired the expenditure on the part 
of the government of approximately 
$1,100,000, and consists of two par- 
allel lines of levees protected by 
rock revetments and excavated to a 
varying depth in between so as to 
give a clear, direct and swift pas- 
sage for these flood waters into the 
sea. 


The actual channel itself is 600 
feet in width and it has a uniform 
depth of approximately fourteen 
feet. The width of the levee on 


A Space which is to be surfaced and 
devoted to highway purposes. Three 
| bridges have been built to span this 
channel. One at Ocean Boulevard 
in the city of Long Beach. which is 
so constructed as to provide for 
travel by vehicle and foot passen- 
gers and also for the use of the 
Sait Lake Railroad. Another bridge 
spans Seventh street and is so con- 
structed as to accommodate the 
Southern Pacific and Pacific Elec- 
tric railroads as well as vehicular 
traffic. The third bridge spans the 
channel at Anaheim Road, the prin- 
cipal artery between the two har- 
bors..Where the waters empty into 
the ocean, parallel lines of break- 
water have been constructed to car- 
ry the Water some distance into the 
ocean. 


SATISFIED WITH RESULT. 


The channel construction work 
has been under the supervision of 
Maj. Frederick B. Downing, D- 
trict Engineer of the United States, 
assisted by D. E. Hugh a well- 
known engineer connected with the 
government service. : 

The success of this project is 
largely due to the efforts of these 
men. Maj. Downing and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Hughes, have worked un- 
ceasingly and untiringly and with 
rare ability in the prosecution of 
this work. We feel that the credit 
for this achievement should be 
be theirs. During the many anxious 
years that this work has been pend- 
ing they have met and solved every 
problem with rare skill, and have 
endeared themselves to all with 
whom they have come in contact 
by their tact, patience and courtesy. 

The completion of this work is 
a matter of great satisfaction to 
the Board of Supervisors, We are 
entirely satisfied with the result, 
and feel sure that the solution of 
this great flood problem will prove 
of inestimable benefit, not only to 
the people of the cities of Los An- 
geles and Long Beach, but to the 
people of Los Angeles county and 
the Southwest as well.

FLOOD HELD 
AT BAY ON 
BORDER 


Belief in Imperial Valley 
is that Waters Will Not 
Overflow Ockerson Levee. 


_ [EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CALEXICO, June 15.—Efforts 
of the Imperial Irrigation District 
to hold back the flood waters of 
the Colorado River are being con- 
centrated on the Ockerson levee 
between mile No. 3% and mile No. 
7%, where the levee is badly sat- 
urated and where water is stand- 
ing not far from the top of the 
dyke. Milelge along the Ockerson 
is figured from its junction with 
the Saiz, which is ten miles below 
the international boundary, making 
the danger zone from thirteen and 
and one- 
fourth miles south of the California- 
Mexico boundary. | 

Aside from the increased dis- 
charge, which was 105,000 second- 
fest at Yuma today, conditions are 
about the same as th have been 
for the past week. The gauge at 
mile No. 4 1-4 today stood at 97.7 
feet, and at the irrigation district 
weir below Rockwood Gate, the 
gauge showed 116.6 feet, these fig- 
ures being based on sea level. 

At the former point the flood 
water is running rapidly against the 
levee, the velocity of the current 
being between five and ten miles 
an hour. A similar condition exists 
at mile No. 7 1-4, where the rall- 
road tracks end, beyond which the 
main body of water stands well 
away from the levee. The water 
has reached the top of the dyke in 
one or two places in the threat- 
ened zone, the ties on the railroad 
tracks being touched once or twice 
recently, but it is believed that the 
water will not top the levee, as 
ample preparation for raising the
